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THE Itll FLU PANDEMIC 
There are many conflicting 
accounts of the 1918 flu p a n ­ 
demic. No one knew what start­ 
ed it nor what made it stop. 
According to one report, it be­ 
gan at Ft. Riley, Kas., when 
j a moldier developed Spanish in­ 
fluenza. The disease spread over 
the world like wildfire and with­ 
in a few months took 21.642.n3 
lives. More than a million died 
in North America. Of these 548.- 
000 were in the United States 
or among our troops abroad. 
Nowadays 
we 
are 
better 
equipped to fight a flu pan­ 
demic like that of 1918. The 
United States public health serv­ 
ice is well organized to detect 
in advance the onset of such a 
threat. The Asian flu epidemic 
of 1957 provided a test af readi­ 
ness and we came out on top. 
Vaccines were developed that 
proved to be effective. 


The virus responsible for the 
1918 epidemic never has been 
identified but could have been 
a type our scientists have iden- 
jtified since then. It was not 
until 1933 that the influenza vir­ 
uses were discovered. Further­ 
more. they have the bad habit 
of changing form and compo­ 
sition. which means the vaccines 
must be changed repeatedly lest 
they become obsolete. 
Our lack of detailed knowl­ 
edge about the 1918 pandemic is 
understandable. We were 
at 
war and there was a shortage 
of help. The pandemic took a 
heavy toll among physicians 
and nurses—the very p e o p l e 
the population looked to for 
care. 
The problem was complicated 
by our lack of information on 
the cause. Everyone was pro 
i posing remedies that failed U 
work. The victim developed th< 
first sign of flu and went to bed 
He felt wors*» the next day and 
| on the following day was dead 
of a severe bronchopneumonia, 
tile like of which we seldom 
see today.

WASHINGTON - The public 
hullabaloo after President John­ 
son had same thickened rids cut 
off the back of his rift* te d 
WM typical, predictable and, of 
an n e, ter oat of proportion to 
the aerioasaesi of the sarge 
This sort of flap is always 
stirred whenever a President 
sacroiliac or has to 
an inflamed tonsil. But it 
does serve to emphasize just 
how carefully Americans watch 
the state of th e presidential 
health. 
At this moment in history, re­ 
moval of Johnson’s hyperkera­ 
tosis could, moreover, inspire 
real furor if that skin condition 
something half as fear 
M it sounds. Happily, it 
is nothing more than a notified 
wart, and the nation can relax. 
But the hyperkeratosis in­ 
cident should 
service to re­ 
mind the nation and particular­ 
ly the new (Mi Congress, that 
provisions for providing an un­ 
derstudy for an incapacitated 
President are shaky at best and 
at present virtually non-existent. 
There is no Vice President, 
and there won't be until Jan. 30 
Until then Johnson’s successor 
would be Speaker John McCor­ 
mack (Mass.). There is no real­ 
ly workable way for him to step 
in and out of the presidency if 
required. 
This ticklish situation has been 
aggravated by Johnson’s habit of 
plunging into crowds when cam- 
pagining or at public appear­ 
ances, plus the way he drives 
himself despite his medical his­ 
tory. 
This present state of affairs 
has its roots as far back as Pres­ 
ident Eisenlmwer’s 1966 heart at­ 
tack and die situation became 
especially grave with the Ken­ 
nedy assassination. It has been 
agitating politicians and public 
alike since then. It has inspired 
more viewing with alarm than 
almost any issue within living 
memory — and less action. 
The ooce concerted attempt lo 
deal with the question of Presi­ 
dential inability by means of a 
Constitutional amendment ended 
in die last Congress. The amend­ 
ment passed the Senate Sept 39 
by an astounding 65-0 roll-call 
vote. But it didn't have a chance 
for House action at that late 
date, so its sponsors must start 
afresh with the new Congress. 
MORE SPONSORS 
EXPECTED NEXT YEAR 
This they intend todo. They 
already are doing the spadework 
and expect to introduce the 
same amendment in the new 
session as one of the first pieces 
of fantom next month. 
The amendment’s 
backers, 
sparkplugged by Sen. B i r c h 
Bayh (D-Ind.), are trying to line 
up enough cosponsors (07 are 
required) to guarantee Senate 
passage even before their joint 
resolution is introduced. Last 
session they had almost 49 co­ 
sponsors, and the outlook this 
time for more is good. 
The Senate group hopes that 
an identical form of their joint 
resolution win be totroduced in 
the House. Ideally this would be 
by Chairman 
Emanuel Cei­ 
ler (D-N.Y.) of the Judiciary 
committee Md the committee’s 
top-ranking Republican, William 
McCuQoch (Ohio). 
It wfll be remembered that fat 
its present form the proposal 
deals both with presidential fri­ 
ability and the naming of a Vice 
President when that office be- 
vpC81lt.
